Truth-in’ 
Examined 
By West

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
One of the m ain weapons in 
th e a rse n a l 
of m ilita n t 
consum ers is the “ truth-in.” 
A “ truth-in” is like the 
“ s itin s ” sta g e d by civil 
rights m ilitants in the 1950s 
and the “ love-ins” held by 
m ilita n t 
p e a c e 
dem o n ­ 
strato rs in the 1960s. Only 
different. 
“ Truth-ins” require some 
so rt 
of 
le g isla tiv e 
or 
go v ern m en t 
re g u la to ry 
action. One exam ple is the 
“ Truth in Lending” law that 
Congress passed in response 
to consum er dem ands for 
public disclosure of interest 
rates and other credit in­ 
form ation. 
New “ truth-in” proposals 
are constantly 
being 
put 
forth, the latest being a 
“ truth 
in 
used 
c a r s ” 
re g u la tio n u n d e r co n sid ­ 
eration by the F ederal T rade 
Commission. 
It would require used car 
dealers to reveal any known 
defects in the vehicles they 
sell. D ata about m ileage, 
prior use and repairs also 
would have to be posted on 
the sticker. 
Seeking a 
dealer’s eye 
view of the proposal, I had a 
talk with “ H onest S id ” 
Lem onpusher, who operates 
a used car lot in my neigh- 
borhood. 
“ I’m way ahead of them ,” 
lie 
told 
m e. 
“ I’ve 
been 
disclosing that type of in­ 
form ation for y ears.” 
He patted the fender of a 
1959 Studebaker that was 
featured as the “ B argain of 
the W eek.” 
' 
“ Get a load of this little 
beauty,’’ he said. " I t’s only 
been driven 87 m iles.” 
“ What about prior use?” I 
asked suspiciously. 
He directed my attention 
to the price sticker. At the 
ixrttom it said: "T his auto 
has had only one previous 
owner, a little old lady who 
drove it one block to church 
on Sundays.” 
I said, “ The proposed FTC 
re g u la tio n 
also 
\tould 
re q u ire you to list any 
re p a irs t hat w e r^ m ade 
before you offered a car for 
resale. Did you do any work 
on this one?” 
“ The only thing we did was 
replace the left re a r tire. 
T hat’s the one prospective 
buyers alw ays kick, so we 
like to m ake sure it is sturdy 
enough 
to 
w ithstand 
the 
punishm ent.” 
“ What about defects?” 
“ We never put a defective 
car on our lot,” 
Lemon­ 
pusher said indignantly. 
“Then why is a front wheel 
m issing?” 
“ Now you’re talking about 
d eficien cies. 
T h e re ’s 
a 
d iffe re n c e betw een being 
d efectiv e 
and 
being 
deficient. If a wheel won’t 
turn, th a t’s a defect. But if 
it s m erely m issing, that is 
only a deficiency.” 
While “ Honest Sid” went 
to answ er the telephone, I 
browsed around looking over 
some of his other bargains. I 
noticed that the inform ation 
on their stickers was iden­ 
tical to that posted on the ’59 
Studebaker. 
“ You m ust sell a lot of c a rs 
driven by little old ladies,” I 
co m m en ted 
w hen 
he 
returned. 
“ I 
d o n ’t 
sell 
m a n y ,” 
L e m o n p u s h e r 
r e p l i e d 
ruefully. “ But th ere’s a little 
old lady I know who sells a 
lot of them .”
